Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 2, 1 4-2 1 , and 23-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 14, 24, and their dependents thereof, are allowed because the closest prior art 
Oliveira (Pub. No.: US 2002/0107025) in view of Petrus (Pub. No. US 2004/0266474), either 
alone or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious an efficient method, a portable 
communication device and a cellular communication system wherein the step of monitoring the 
load condition comprises the step of decoding and matching a predetermined synchronization 
code indicative of the load condition as defined in the specification, in combination , with all 
other limitations in the claim(s) as defined by applicant.
